jects in the material world, than they had been 
by the meffengers and minifters of Chrift in 
the manifeftation of his Gofpel. 

The allufion is very fignificant and ftriking, 
but, referred merely to the then ftate of things, 
muft not be too rigoroufly interpreted. For 
it is certain, that, though the Gofpel had 
travelled far and wide, and been communi- 
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more fignally difplayed by 
the lights in the firmament, the nobleft ob-: 
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cated to a vaft extent of country, yet from:a: 
large part of the habitable globe was its light 
{till hidden. We know too, that fince that 
period the Sun of Righteoufnefs hath at dif-: 
ferent times appeared to ftand ftill, and even 

in fome parts to-go feveral degrees backward. 
Such is the will of God, for reafons fit and 
right, no doubt, though by us unfathomable. 
In whom neverthelefs we truft, and with :cer= 
tainty depend, that, in his own appointed 
time, he will caufe it to proceed onward in 
its. meridian ftrength and luftre, rejoicing 
as a. giant. to run its courfe, and reaching to;. 
and replenifhing the uttermoft parts of the 
earth.. We have his affurances and promifes, 
often. repeated, that fo it fhall be; and of. 
thefe we well know, that not one tittle thall: 
fail. Scripture abounds. with them every; 
where ; and the words. of the text among the, 
reft, though they appear. only to refpect what. 
is pafled, may yet. be prophetical. in part, 
and. predi¢t.the things which fhall be hereafter, 
and which fhall ferve to verify and accomplith: 
them in their wideft acceptation.. Things 
ftanding as at prefent,. fo much at leaft we. 
may fairly infer from them, that Revelation, 
as: 


for the Propagation of the Gofpel. 
as well as Natural Religion, is intended to com- 
prebend the whole world of rational creatures. 
We may confider this as a fundamental and 
firft principle in the pious defign which we 
are now aflembled to promote: and the pre= 
fent occafion. will naturally lead us to the far- 
ther contemplation of a fubjeé,. fo illuftrative 
of the goodnefs of God, fo full of comfort 
to fellow creatures in common, and of en- 
-couragement to this Society in particular, to 
perfevere, fome difheartning circumftances not- 
withftanding, and go on with activity and 
application in purfuit of the great object be- 
fore them. 

I fhall endeavour therefore to fhew, as well 
from internal marks in the Chriftian Revela- 
tion as from the whole tenour of Scripture, 
that Chriftianity was defigned to be an univerfal 
Religion.. I fhall next confider the force of 
the objection urged againft.it from its want of 
prefent univerfality ; and.laftly recal. to your 
minds what feem to be the beft human means 
ef. making it’as univerfal, as its ereat. Author 
appears to have intended it. 

In whatever view. we contemplate the Chrif- 
tian difpenfation, we fhall difcern the plaineft 
indications, that it was originally framed to 

be 
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be unlimited in ifs extent. Its rites are few, 
fimple, and as unconfined to a_ particular 
country, as that great object of worfhip, in 
whole prefence they are performed: Its mo- 
tives are addrefied to feelings {tamped on every 
heart ; its precepts conformable to the gene- 
ral {tate and condition of men in common, 
and produdtive of the trueft happinefs in every 
ftage of their exiftence. However *cuftoms 
of acontrary complexion may have gotten foot- 
ing, and prevailed in a large part of the Globe; 
inquire into their caules, and you will find 
them degrading to a rational being; obferve 
their effects, and you ‘will pronounce them 
unfriendly to thnk and no lefs deftructive 
to national welfar 

Suitable to the “papaaiee impreffed on it is 


the language of the Revelation itfelf. Chrift 


indeed, when he firft commiflioned his twelve 
Apoftles, commanded them not to go into the 
way of the Gentiles*; and, when the woman of 
Canaan cried afier him, he himfelf anfwered, 
I am ot fent, but unto the loft fheep of the houfe 
of I/raci*. That the Gofpel fhould be preached 


to the Jews fuit was a privilege granted to

them, 
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them, not on account of their own upright- 
nefs, but in confideration of the faith and 
righteoufnefs of their forefathers ; which God 
was pleafed to requite with the promife of in- 
- eftimable bleffings to their potterity. 
The earlieft prophecy concerning the bound- 
lefs extent of Chrift’s fpiritual kingdom is 
among the cleareft and moft diftinct, t4at im 
Abraham and his feed all the nations of the 
earth fhould be bleffed*. . When Chriit firft 
appeared, it was predicted of him at his pre- 
fentation in the temple, that He /hould be a 
light to lighten the Gentiles‘. In the courfe 
of his miniftry he himfef defcribes the won- 
derful progrefs of his religion, fometimes by 
- amore hidden train, and under the form of 
_ parables, but frequently in terms the moft 
’ direct and explicit He declares that many 
from the Haft, and from the Weft, from the 
North, and from the South, fhould fit down in 
. the kingdom of God*. He commands his dif- 
ciples fo teach all nations; and prophecies, 
that, even before the deftru@tion of Jerufalem 
‘by the Romans, the Go/pel fhould be preached 
in all the world”.

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St. Peter, inftructed by a vifion, firft opened 
the door of faith to the Gentiles’; and when 
the Jews put from them the word of God, and 


judged themfelues unworthy of everlafting tife, 


Paul and Barnabas turned from them to the 
Gentiles*; not that this conduct was the re- 
fult of difappointment, or an ambitious defire 
.to make profelytes; the prophecies already 
cited exclude {uch an imputation, and demon- 
{trate it was according to God's eternal purpofe, 
that the Gentiles fhould be fellow-heirs, and of 
“the fame body, and partakers of bis promife in 
Chrift by bis Gofpel’. Nor was one’ part of the 
Gentile world favoured beyond another. God, 
who is no refpecter of perfons, commanded all 
men every where to repent"; and the everlafting 
‘Gofpel was to be preached to every nation, and 
kindred, and tongue, and people.” 

It appears then, that, even in the apofto- 
lical age, the Gofpel was actually preached to 
‘the principal and moft enlightened. nations 
upon earth. And it is the language of Scrip- 
ture throughout, thiat all are entitled to, and 
fhall fooner or later partake of, the ineftimable 
benefit of admiffion into the Chriftian Covenant.

Let 
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Let us next examine, whether, or how far, 
the want of prefent univerfality in the com- 
munication of the Gofpel can, with any colour 
of reafon, be objected to the Chriftian difpen- 
fation. And here we mutt obferve, that God 
hath imparted to all men the ufe of reafon, 
and a fenfe of the obligations it lays upon them. 
He hath no where /eft bimfelf without a witnef;, 
proclaiming his eternal Power and Godhead in 
his works of creation, doing good, giving men rain 
Jrom Heaven, and fruitful feafons, filling their 
hearts with food and gladnefs. We may likewife 
reft affured, that the Fudge of all the earth will 
do what is right; and that he will finally re- 
quire of all men in the exacteft proportion 
to their refpective talents, to thofe advantages 
or difadvantages in point of religious and 
moral improvement, which the wifdom of 
his Providence hath been pleafed:to allot them. 
If, beyond this, his diftributions and bleffings 
are not equally extended to every part of the 
human race, we mutt, neverthelefs, in what- 
ever proportion we have received, acquiefce 
implicitly, and with the profoundeft “sya 

in the Divine Will. 
His wifdom may fee fit, for many reafons 
by us undifcoverable, that intelligent beings 
B fhould 
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fhould be placed in different. fituations, and. 
ftand differently circumftanced. Fat efta- 
blifhes a fuppofition,. which appears fo per- 
fe&tly agreeable to reafon.. God’s creatures are 
found to differ from each other in.a beautiful 
and wonderful gradation ;.till we arrive at that 
immeafurable chafm between the higheft 
created intelligence and the fupreme fource of 
all exiftence and perfection. The Sovereign 
of the univerfe, who created beings of various. 
orders, may, in right of the fame fovereignty, 


-beftow different advantages on creatures of the 


fame order. And, agreeably to this, the na- 
tural and intellectual.endowments of men, in: 
his prefent government of: the world; are vaftly- 
unequal ;. as are likewife their opportunities 
of knowledge and improvement, their fitua- 
tion and external advantages with regard to- 
the common bleffings of life. We fee whole: 
nations, as:well as individuals of the fame na-- 
tion, fuperior or fubordinate, elevated or de- 


preffed, ina great variety of refpects. God’s. 
procedure therefore in the partial promulga- 


tion of the Gofpel, even in the prefent ap- 
pearance of things, before the promifed ful- 
nefs of it is yet compleated, is analogous to. 


dis communication of other gifts.and bleflings.. 


None 
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{None can demand as a debt. of juftice, what 
-ought to be confidered as a:gratuitous and un- 
‘merited act of goodnefs. All muft acknow- 
ledge the force of that queftion of the Apoftle, 
who hath firft given unto God, and it fhall be 
-recompenfed to him again®? The objection, 
therefore, arifing from the inequality of the 
Divine diftributions, is precifely the fame in 
re{pect to his works of creation, as to his 
ceconomy:of man’s redemption by Chrift ; if 
indeed the:.difficulty does not entirely vanith. 
For, in truth, the goodnefs of God reacheth 
unto all. All are partakers of it; though to 
fome the meafure thereof may be more abun- 
‘dant. He is the Saviour of all men, though 
efpecially of them that beheve?. 

But it fhould ever be infifted on, as often 
vas this argument.comes under difcuffion, that 
‘there is one important point of view, in which 
Chriftianity may juftly be confidered as actu- 
ally and already univerfal, and as having been 
fo from the beginning ; namely, in the article 
of redemption -by the facrifice and death of 
Chrift, in that gift of eternal life, which, 
through him, will be conferred on all zz every 
nation, who fear God and work righteou/ne/s*.

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For as in Adam all die, even fo in Chrift fhall all 


be mad? alive’. The plan of Divine Providence, 
from the foundation of the world, was, to 
beftow happinefs and immortality on the geod 
through Jefus Chrift; and,.conformably to 
this plan, the patient continuer in well-doing, 
who, in this world, never heard of the name. 
of Chrift, fhall in the next eternally magnify 
and adore him, as the univer/al Redeemer and 
Saviour of mankind. 

But let us proceed to remark farther the 
wifdom. and. efficacy: of the rational means, 
which God hath been pleafed to provide for 
the purpofe of propagating the Chriftian faith. 

The truths of Chriftianity are not left by 
him to fo uncertain a mode of conveyance as 
tradition, but have been committed to writ- 
ing, that men may refort and appeal thereto, 
as to a fixed and infallible rule of life and 
doétrine. The word of God,. tranfmitted in 
this pure and authentic manner, exprefsly ap- 
points an order of men,. whofe peculiar pro- 
vince it is to ftudy and interpret the Divine 
Will; to turn men from darkne/s to light, from 
the power of Satan unto God; that they may re-

ceive 
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ceive the remiffion of fins, and an inheritance 
among them that are fanctified. Thefe minifters 
of Chrift, in concurrence with all exemplary 
Chriftians in common, deeply perfuaded of. 
the infinite importance of Chrift’s. religion, 
and defirous of conforming to its precepts, 
and of accomplifhing its predictions, will think: 
it the greateft act of piety and. humanity, as 
well as. their bounden duty, to exert them- 
felves for the enlargement of the borders of 
Chrift’s kingdom. Moreover, Chriftianity fo 
recommends itfelf to the reafon of mankind, 
and is fo fuited to their exigencies and ex- 
pectations, that the moft enlightened countries 
upon. earth have given it a ready reception, 
and continue to entertain and embrace it. It 
is therefore as a c7ty fet upon.a hill, which can- 
not be hid; and thus,. by the wife and gracious 
Providence of God, recommends itfelf to the 
attention of the whole world, as the religion 
of the moft civilized, the moft powerful,. and 
the moft learned part of it.. 

If Chriftianity hath not hitherto encreafed 
in a meafure adequate to the means which God 
hath provided, it will behove us to confider, 
how far this may be owing to the defects. and 
infirmities of thofe, whom he hath been pleafed 
to. ufe.as his. inftruments.. 


The: 
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The Chriftian world may want due zeal in 
propagating the Gofpel; or, fuch may be the 
infatuated policy of men, that its progrefs may 
oftentimes be impeded from mere worldly con- 
fiderations and regards. It is poffible’too, and 
fometimes to be feared, a cafe of fat, that the 


profeflors and propagators of Chrift’s religion 


may alienate men from it by miftaking or.per- 


verting its doctrines, by the ufe of coercive — 


methods, or by the hatefulnefs of their per- 


fonal vices. On the other part, thofe, to whom 
the Gofpel is preached, may reject every reli- 


gious and moral reftraint, may prefer a corrupt 
and fenfual religion.to a pure and {piritual one; 
may be immoveably attached to the religion 


of their anceftors, may be grofsly inattentive 
‘to the evidence by which Chriftianity is fup- 


ported, or, from a total difufe of their rational 
faculties, may be rendered incapable of com- 
prehending it. 

We may obferve however, and it is a con-+ 
fideration of much comfort, that civilization 
and knowledge are in a progrefiive ftate; that 
the chief. commercial countries profefs a re- 
formed religion ; that important difcoveries in 
later ages have facilitated the communication 
between diftant regions, and the methods of 

.. diffufing 
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diffufing inftruction. Thefe are circumftances 
favourable to the diffemination of true Chrif~ 


_ tlanity, and may be regarded as.fo many figns,. 


we truft, that the great plan. of Providence,, 
with ref{pect to its future prevalence and com- 
pletion, is gradually unfolding itfelf. The 
language of Scripture hath led Chrittians in. 


all ages to expect a fignal converfion of the 


Jews; and we fee, that they only of all an- 


* 


cient nations remain a diftinct people, as if 


referved for fome illuftrious difplay of the: 


power and goodnefs of God. St. Paul not: 
only prophecies, that all Trae! fhall be faved), 


but declares, that their fu//nefs fhall be the 


riches.of the Gentiles, and the receiving of them. 
into the body of Chrift’s church fhall fo con- 
tribute to the general converfion,, that he com- 
pares it with great ftrength to a reftoration: 
from death unto life*.. 

Accordingly the Prophets, divers of them,,. 


foretel a time, when she earth fhall be full of 


the knowledge of the Lord, as the waters cover 
the feat. othe fon of man is given dominion, 
and glory, and a kingdom, that all people, na~ 
tions, and languages fbould ferve him*.. And.

again). 
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again, there were great voices in Heaven faying, 
the kingdoms of this world are become the kingdoms 
of our Lord and bis Chrift*. ‘Though the ac- 
complifhment is the main and mafter key of 
prophecy, and we prefume not to determine 
the full and precife import of thefe expreffions, 
yet the magnificence of them is fuch, as exalts 
and carries on our thoughts to a {tate of things, 
when Chriftianity fhall become univerfal ; not 
in its publication only, but likewife in its re- 
ception. , 

To be ready, though humble and very in- 
ferior inftruments under the direction of Pro- 
vidence, for the advancement of fo defireable 
an end, is the pious defign of this Inftitution. 
I proceed therefore, in the laft place, to re- 
cal to your thoughts, what feem to be the beft 
human means of accomplifhing it. 

A good converfation in our intercourfe with 
mankind may be juftly placed among the chief 
ornaments, and mott effectual recommendations 
of Chriftianity. For though to the fober and 
juft reafoner the irregular and difcordant lives 
of its profeffors form no folid objection againft 
the Divine authority of a religion; yet will 
the generality of mankind always be influenced,

more 
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more or‘efs, by what falls within their own 
_ obfervation. And if true Chriftians would 
endeavour, as they ought, to excel each other 
in virtue and all godlinefs of living, the con- 
fequence would be, that men would be led to 
inquire into the principles, on which they act, 
be difpofed ‘to think favourably of ee and 
to adopt them. 

Another point of great moment «is, that 
fellow Chriftians be careful to avoid. thofe 
mutual animofities and perfecutions for diver- 
fity of opinion, which have fo miferably de- 
“formed the Chriftian church. The fublimity 
and remotenefs of many truths, the bias of 
early education, inequality in the capacities of 
men, or in their opportunities of cultivating 
their natural powers, will always produce a 
difference of perfuafion upon fpeculative points 
of controverfy. But be it our fixed rule and 
refolution, on all occafions of this fort, to keep 
conftantly in view, and act conformably to the 
well “known doétrine of St. Paul, that the 
- greateft and beft of all Chriftian graces is cha- 
rity; feparated from which even faith itfelf is 
nothing worth. Let the words and works of 
a benevolent and difpafiionate Saviour teach us 


to wikia, what fpirit we are of. The Scrip- 
C ture 
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ture terms of admiffion to the outward privi- 

leges of Chriftianity, and‘even of final falva- 

tion, are void of all intricacy and abftrufenefs ; 

and our religion would wear a much more in- 

viting afpect, and would no longer be rejected 

by fome, as a fyftem replete with doubtful 

doGrines and difputable queftions, if fellow: 
Chriftians, in the true fpirit of Chriftian meek-- 
nefs and kindnefs, forbearing one another and: 
forgiving one another, were all united in cha-. 
rity at leaft, and brought.to glorify God. with_ 
one mind and one mouth. 

It would likewife powerfully contribute to» 
the furtherance of the Gofpel,. if it were every 
where taught in*fimplicity, and in its.own: 
genuine purity. Though the generality of 
men difcover truth with a degree of difficulty, 
there is fomething in their frame to which 
the leading truths of religion are very.congenial. . 
The being and fuperintendency. of God, our 
exiftence after death, a future diftribution of 
rewards to the good and virtuous, and of pu~ 
nifhment to wicked doers,. and the. merciful: 
interpofition of God by Chrift to inftrué, re- 
form, and fave: mankind: fuch doétrines. as: 


thefe are all of them calculated to gain-a ready. 


admiffion into the human. mind. But what: 
wonder, 
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-wonder,.if men ftart back and revolt at fuch 
errors, as the Romanifts: teach, which feem 
as if purpofely contrived not only to fetter the 
- confcience, but to fhock the common fenfe of 
-mankind ! 

When Chriftianity is preached in civilized 
_countries, its progrefs will be much facili- 
tated by ajuft reprefentation of its genius and 
_{pirit with refpect to the regulation of political 

fociety. Chrift’s kingdom not being of this 
world, his religion confonant thereunto dif- 
claims all innovation in matters of this nature. 
-It introduces no alteration in men’s civil rights 
.and capacities, but enjoins a confcientious fub- 
-miffion to that government under which they 
_live, and which gives them protection; though 
at the fame.time it hath a direct tendency to 
introduce a mild and equitable mode of admi- 
-niftring it. Chriftians, as fuch, are not fet 
‘free from the loweft ftate of dependence in 
focial life ; Jet every man, faith the Apoftle, abide 
in that calling, wherein he is called’. But if 
fidelity and obedience are the duties of fervants, 
_mafters muff, in return, give unto them that which 
is juft and equal*; and our religion difallows of 


y 1 Cor, vii. 20. 4 Col, iv, 8. 
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no reafonable method of improving an humble 
ftation, but on the contrary approves and en~ 
courages it. It is faid to bondfmen, 7f thou 
mayeft be free, confiftently with every duty to 
God and man, wf it rather*. 

But be it always remembered, that Chrif- 
tian truths are to be propagated in a Chriftian 
manner, in the true temper and fpirit of the 
religion they derive from; that is to fay, in 
meeknefs, in brotherly kindnefs, and charity. 
Compulfion creates a juft fufpicion againft the 
reafonablenefs of a religious caufe, and the 
good intentions of thofe that ufe it; nor in 
truth is the mind afit objeét of it. The weapons 
of the Chriftian warfare are arguments, weighty 
and well directed exhortations, apt and affidu- 
ous teaching, meeknefs, benevolence, holy and 
exemplary converfation. And thefe will ever 
be found the mightteft to pull down the frrong 
holds of vice and error. 

But Low fhall men beheve in him, of whom they 
have not heard? and how fhall they hear with= 
out a preacher’? It is the object of this moft 
Jaudable and beneficent Society, a&ting con= 
formably to the true fpirit of the Gofpel,-and

knowing, 
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knowing, that, though the harveft 1s plenteous, 
yet the labourers are but few, to fend forth la- 
bourers into the Lord’s harveft; to appoin— 
regular minifters for the converfion of the In- 
dians bordering on the Britifh fettlements in 
America, and to prefcribe them a line of con- 
dué&, moft likely to promote the end of their 
miffion. As in all circumftances it is dificult 
to overcome the prejudices and habits of ma- 
turer age, and peculiarly fo in minds unculti- 
vated and attached to a wild unreftrained man- 
ner of life; a farther object of our care is, to 
effeét a gradual change in the favage tribes, 
by educating the children of fuch, as can be 
wrought upon to’admit our fchoolmafters and 
catechifts. But befides opening and enlarging 
the mind by early care, provifion is made for 
its continual improvement and advancement in 
that knowledge, which tends to good practice 3 
the Society making it a part of their plan to 
diftribute ufeful books, and particularly co- 
pies of the facred writings; that the Scriptures 
may be reforted to and /earched, according to 
our Lord’s injunétion; that Chriftianity may 
be examined and underftood; and that its, 
foundation may be firmly laid in rational con- 


‘wichion. . 
Nor 
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Nor is preaching the Gofpel where Chrift 


‘bath not been yet named the {ole end of this So- 


ciety. Many of the fettlements being, from 


-a variety of caufes, incompetently provided 
with Chriftian minifters, or perhaps entirely 
-deftitute of them, it is our care to afford them 


affiftance in their {piritual wants, and the means 


-of having the word of God preached among 


them. We fupply thofe, who are confcien- 


tioufly attached to the communion of the 
‘Church of England, with opportunities of in- 
‘ftruction, with minifters properly qualified for 


the adminiftration of God’s holy word and 
facraments; thus enabling them to worthip 


‘God .in.the manner which they think beft, 


and moft acceptable to him: a privilege, 
claimed by all Chriftian churches in all ages, 
and allowed them in every part of the world, 
where any idea of toleration hath been ad- 


smitted. And when we contribute .to .the 


flourifhing ftate of Chriftianity among fach of 
our fellow countrymen and fellow Chriftians, 
we directly promote the glory of God, and the 
falvation of men, and are furnifhing ourfelves 
with affiftants, and fit inftruments, we truft, 
for {preading the Gofpel, where it hath not 
yet been publifhed. We aim at propagating 

the 
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the mild and merciful religion of the Prince 
_of Peace; a.religion not. lefs conducive to the 
well-being of individuals, families and com- 


munities in this prefent world, than. to the 
_everlafting happinefs of its true profeffors in a 


future one. We make it our endeayour to 
mitigate the feverities.and hardthips of a flavery, 
Shocking to every humane and confiderate 
mind, and really degrading to our common. 


nature. By imparting to the African. flaves- 


the comfortable truths of the Gofpel, we teach 
them patience to endure their hard lot, and 


raife their expectations to the future glorious. 


Uiberty.of the fons of God. At the fame time 
we reftrain, as far as in us lies, all inhuma- 
nity in their mafters, by reminding them, that 
they alfo ave a Maffer in Heaven. We in- 
culcate on them from the moft awful motives 
the indifpenfible duty and obligation of allow- 


ing their wretched fellow creatures leifure and: 


opportunities for religious inftrudtion ; and 
particularly of refpiting them from Jabour on 
the Chriftian: day of reft. Again, we endea- 


vour to imprefs on their minds fentiments of 


natural affection, as well as to foften their: 


other affections, that. infatiate {pirit of revenge 
and.

A Society, inftituted for fuch benevolent 
purpofes, cannot but recommend itfelf to the 
reafon, and intereft the affections of mankind. 
‘A late feafonable and very fubftantial mark of 
Royal grace and favour conferred on it we are 


“bound to acknowledge with .all thankfulnefs. 


And the pious liberality of our fellow fubjeéts 
on this, and other fimilar occafions, encou- 


rages us to promife ourfelves, that a caufe fo 


important will never have to complain of the 
difcontinuance or decreafe of public counte- 
nance. So farallis well. And although fome 
dark clouds may feem at prefent to hang over 
our heads, and intercept our profpects, yet 
will God, we trutft, difpel them in his good 
time, and open to our view a brighter fcene 
of things. His promifes, fo exprefs, and fo 
many, relative to the completion of Chrift’s 
kingdom, fhall be accomplifhed, in their fea- 
fon, ee. In the mean time let not our 
own endeavours and exertions be wanting to 
fo good a work; God requires them at our 


hands, whofe inftruments we are for the ad- 
vancement of this great plan and purpofe of 


his. 
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his. Be we ftudious to perform this fervice 
to the utmoft extent of our powers, watching 
for, and making ufe of every fit occafion to 
promote it, and praying always with all prayer 
to the Father of lights and fountain of all 
knowledge, that, at his command, to whom 
darknefs and light are both obedient alike, the 
day {pring from on high may ftill advance with 
ftrength, and vifit the remoteft regions of the 
earth; that clouds and darknefs, and every 
gloomy appearance may vanifh and be driven 
away at its prefence, and a/l eyes be pened ta

ING William II. of Glorjous Memory, 
K was gracioufly pleafed, on the 16th of 
- ‘Sune, 1701, fo erect and fettle a CorPo- 
RATION with a perpetual fuccefion, by the name 
of ‘Tue SociETY FOR THE PROPAGATION 
oF THE GosPEL 1N FoREIGN ParRTs; for 
the receiving, managing, and difpofing of the con-= 
tributions of fuch perfons as would be induced to 
extend their charity towards the Maintenance of 
a Learned and an Orthodox Clergy, and the 
making of fuch other provifion as might be neceffary 
Sor the Propagation. of the Gofpelin Foreign Parts, 
upon information, that in many of our Planta~ 
tions, Colonies, and Factories beyond the feas, 
the provifion for Minifters was mean, and many 
other of our faid Plantations, Colonies, and Fac- 
tories, were wholly unprovided of a maintenance 
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for Minijiers, and the public worfbip of God; 
and that, for lack of fupport and maintenance 
of fuch, many of his loving fubjects wanted the 
adminiftration of Gods word and facraments, 
and feemed to be abandoned to Atheifm and Infide- 
ity, and others of them to Popifh Superftition and 
£dolatry. . 

The Society. was compofed,. by the Charter, 
of the Chief Prelates and Dignitaries of the 
Church, and of feveral other Lords, and emi- 
nent perfons in the State, with a power to elect 
fuch others to be Members of the Corporation,, 
as they, or the major part of them, {fhould 
think beneficial to their charitable defigns; 
and they immediately applied themfelves with 
great zeal and alacrity to the good work; 
and after adjufting preliminaries in the choice 
of Officers, and fettling ftanding orders and 
rules for their more regular proceeding, they 
fubfcribed every one of them, according to their 
feveral ranks and difpofitions, an annual funy 
to be paid to their Treafurer, for the general 
ufes of the Society; and chofe new Members, 
and gave out deputations, according to the 
powers in the Charter, to receive and collec& 
the donations of all charitable and well-difpofed. 
perfons towards this moft pious defign: And 
thro’ an efpecial bleffing, this work of the Lord 
hath hitherto profpered in their hands. Many 
more than one hundred and fifty thoufand: 
of our own people, infants and adults, and 

many. 
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many thoufands of Indians and Negroes, have 
been inftructed and baptized into the true faith 
of our Lord Jefus Chrift ; and more than one 
hundred and fixty thoufand volumes of bibles and 
common prayer books, with other books of de- 
votion and inftruction, together with an innu- 


merable quantity of pious {mall tracts, have been - 


difperfed in foreign parts; and there was a 
very hopeful and improving appearance of reli- 
gion in the public worfhip of God, according 
to the liturgy of the Church of Hugland, ina 
great number of churches in our plantations in 
America, by the means, and through the pro- 
curement, of this Corporation, till the commence- 
ment of the prefent troubles. 

The Charter dire€ts the Society to give an 
annual account to the Lord High Chancellor, 
the Lord Chief Juftice of the Kizg’s Bench, and 
the Lord Chief Juftice of the Common Phas, of 
the feveral fums of money by them received,.

informations as were received from the Miffion- 
aries and others in the year 1781. 


Newfoundland. 


‘By the Rev. Mr. Langman’s annual account 


the Society are informed, that a large porch 


has been added to the church, and a bell tower 
erected over it, and that the late Governor Ed- 


wards has made them a prefent of an handfome 
clock. That, there were laft year about 150 


families, of Englifh and Irifh in St. John’s, 
befides the garrifon, and the whole number of 
fouls amounted to1700. That, fince Novem- 
ber, 1780, he had baptifed 68 children, bu-~ 
ried 32 corpfes, and married 20. couple: and 
had received a parcel of {mall tracts from the 
Society, which would be very ufeful eit: the 
poor people. ; 


The Rev. Mr. Balfour, Miffionary at Har- 
bour Grace, hath acquainted the Society, that 
he had taken exaét hfts of the inhabitants of- 


that bay, which amount to r10oo men, 528 
women, and 1870 children, in all 3498. But 


that there has been a decreafe of 3000, fince 
the 
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‘the commencement of ss war. There hes 
been a winter ee in Partograve, and ano- 
‘ther in Carboneer, but there is very {mall en- 
-couragement given for teaching of youth. He 
has baptifed 66, married ro and buried g; and 
has the fame number of communicants. 


Nova Scotia. 


The Rev. Dr. Breynton, Mifficnary at Ha- 
Jifax, obferves in his letter to the Society, that 
there cannot be any thing new to offer refpec- 
ing fo old a miffion. He continues to perform 
with chearfulnefs the duties of his large parith. 
His notitia ftands thus: Inhabitants 5000; 
‘baptifms 190; marriages 85; burials 250; com- 
municants, including Pitman: 163; of the 
Heffian regiment 350, to whom he officiates in 
their own language. 

Mr. Peters’s fchool continues in abe fame 
florithing ftate. 


The Rev. Mr. Weekes, (who has obtained 
feveral lucrative employments at Halifax) hav- 
ing feldom vifited Annapolis fince his appoint-. 
ment to that miffion, and having at length re- 
fufed to comply with the Society’s generai rules, 
(invariably obferved by other Miffionaries) and 
their repeated particular directions to him, to 
refide there, as mentioned in the laft year’s ab- 
ftraét, they have at length appointed the Rev. 
Mr. Jacob Bailey in his room. He is an old

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Miffionary of the Society, and having been 
driven from Pownalboro’, he came about two 


years ago to Halifax with a large family, in the 


utmoft diitrefs, and has from that time taken 
part of Mr. Ellis’s duty in the care of Corn= 
wallis. The Society think that they could not 
find a more proper perfon for Annapolis, as his 
character has been all along diftinguifhed by 
equal piety, zeal and loyalty. And it will not 
only not be impoffible (as Mr. Weekes has fome- 
times reprefented it) but very agreeable to him 
to refide there with his family; and there is 
now the more neceflity for a refident Minifter, 
as Mr. Fifher has left Granville, and gone to 
Bofton. 


By a letter from the Rev. Mr. Delaroche of 
the 12th of November laft, it appears that his 
health has been in a very flu€tuating ftate, and 
for a twelve month pait he has fuffered fo 
much by frequent and alarming iickneffes, that 
he has been hardly equal to the funtions of his 
miniftry. Of the three congregations which 
he attends, the French does not exceed 30 
families, and all the rifing generation under- 
ftand Englifh pretty well. The German con- 
fifts of 100 families. The Englith is chiefly 
made up of emigrants from New England, 
very few being from England or Ireland.— 
Since his laft he has baptifed 25 infants, bu- 
ried 4 corpfes, and married 8 couple; one of 
which were Indians,

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New England. 


The fituation of affairs in thefe Colonies hath 
cut off almoft all correfpondence with the 
Miffionaries,, who {till refide upon their re- 
{pective cures. -Some general informations 
however have come to the Society from other 
hands, by which it fhould feem that the church 
rather encreafes than diminifhes, and the con- 
dition of the Minifters not fo diftreffing as it 
has been. In particular, that the Epifcopal 
congregations in the Maffachufet’s and New 
Hamplhire have greatly encreafed, even where 
they have had no miniftry. 

The fervice of the church is kept up in 
Scituate and Marfhfield, Salem, Bridgwater and 
other places by fundry perfons, not in the So- 
ciety’s fervice, who have occafionally attended 
them. ‘Fhe church of Portfmouth, which had 
been much damaged in the beginning of the 
troubles, hath lately been repaired, and a Mr. 
Adams, a young man bred at Dartmouth col- 
lege, officiates there to a very decent pcs 
gation. : 


One letter dated January 10, 178, hath been 
received from Mr. Ranna Coffit, Miffionary at 
Haverhill in New Hampfhire, in which he 
acquaints the Society, that after his return 
home from New York in the winter of 1779, 
he was beyond meafure harraffed and infulted), 
and put to great expence, equal to the money 
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he had obtained from his bills on the Society. 


That ever fince he had been confined to his 


-parifh, and not permitted to go beyond the. 


limits of the town in which he'refides,. with- 
out leave of a Committee. He continues 
however: to read.as much of the church fervice: 
as-the times will admit. 


The Rev. Mr. Viets, Miffionary at Simfbury,. 
fends this account of his miffion in a letter of 
Nov. 5, 1781, that: there are 200 families in: 
Simfbury and-parts adjacent; but the congre- 
gation at Hartland hath dwindled away. That,- 
upon the whole, there is a good profpe@ of 
his congregation’s increafing. He fends this: 
Notitia from his arrival at his miffion to the~ 
date of his letter, being 18 years and 4 months,. 
Wik. 

That he had-baptifed'72-adults and.127¢ in- 
fants, married 121 couple, and buried 173. 
And that 118 heads of families had declared* 
their conformity tothe church; and yet the 
number of conftant communicants. hath not 
been more than 25. 


‘New York. 


There being only two places in this province;. 
Hempftead and Jamaica, where the Miffionaries 
ean with fafety exercife their ecclefiaftical 
function, the accounts from thence muft of 
courfe be very fhort.. 
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Mr. Bloomer writes, that his miffion at Ja- 
maica goes on in every ref{pect as he believes: 
the Society would wifh. That, he is punctual 
in the duties of his office, and the people very 
regular in their attendance on public worfhip. 
He had baptifed fince his laft 2q:infants, and 
2 adults, and married 13 couple. 


The Society have at length, after a ceflation 
ef five years correfpondence, received the agree- 
able intelligence from Mr. Stuart, their Mit= 
fionary at-Fort-Hunter,. that after various trials 
and diftreffes he had arrived. fafe at Montreal 
the laft autumn. And he gives the following 
account of his proceedings, that, as long as 
_ the Mohawks, who never would fwerve from 
their allegiance, remained-at Fort-Hunter, he 
conftantly performed divine fervice, without 
making any omiffions,. even after the declara- 
tion of Independency.. But as {oon as his pro- 
tectors were gone, he was made a prifoner, and 
ordered with his family to depart the province 
within four days, on peril of being committed 
to clofe confinement, merely on a fufpicion of. 
his being a loyal fubje& to the King of Great 
Britain. He was however admitted to parole, 
and confined for 3 years within the limits of 
Schenectady ; during which time, mobs fre- 


quently broke open his houfe,. plundered his- 


property, and offered every kind of indignity 


to.his perfon. At lengthin May laft, his little’ 


farm, though belonging to. the Society, -be- 


came: 
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came forfeited to the State, and was taken away 
from him. As a laft refource, he then pro- 
pofed to, open a Latin {chool for the fupport 
of his family, but he was not permitted, nor 
to follow any lucrative occupation whatever. 
Upon this, he applied, and with much diffi- 
culty obtained leave to remove into Canada, on 
giving a bond of four hundred pounds with 
fecurity, either to fend a Rebel Colonel in ex- 
change, or to return to Albany, and furrender 
himfelf a prifoner, whenever required. He 
fat out on the rgth of September laft, and ar- 
rived at St. John’s in Canada on the gth of 
Oober, with his wife and three fmall chil- 
dren. The Mohawks exprefiled great joy on 
the occafion, and as foon as he could procure. 
aconvenient fituation he purpofed to vifit them, 
and beftow upon them as much of his time and 
attention as is poflible. _ He has alfo informed 
the Society, that, his church was at firft plun- 
dered by the Rebels, then turned into a tavern, 
and in ridicule and contempt, a barrel of rum 
placed in the reading defk. The fucceeding 
feafon it was ufed as a ftable ; and now it ferves 
asa fort, to protect a fet of as great villains as" 
ever difgraced humanity. Mr. Stuart left the 
books belonging to the miffion, and the church 
plate, with a friend, not thinking it fafe to 
travel with them, as he had not the proteCtion 
of a flag. i 
The arrival of Mr. Stuart at Montreal was — 
particularly fortunate for the Mohawk Indians, 
as 
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as the Rev. Mr. Doty, of Schenectady, who 
for fome time paft had the charge of them, 
was leaving them to come to England, not 
knowing in what fituation things were, or 
whether his falary was continued from the So- 
ciety, as none of the letters which had been 
fent to him and to Colonel Claus, for two years 
fucceffively, ever reached either of them. He 
has brought a letter from the Colonel to the 
Society, who exprefles himfelf in very {trong 
terms cf approbation of Mr. Doty’s conduét. 
Nor has the Colonel himfelf been wanting in 
conftant manifeftations of his regard for reli- 
gion, and unremitting zeal in co-operating with 
the views of the Society, to promote a true 
fenfe of it among the Indians, efpecially the 
loyal Mohawks, who were originally converted 
by means of the Society, and have been all 
along the objects of their care and concern. 
They think themfelves therefore much obliged 
to the Colonel on many accounts, in parti- 
cular, for his great care of the Mohawks fince 
they took refuge in Canada, by providing for 
them a pious Mohawk from Fort-Hunter to 
read prayers to them every Sunday, and to at- 
tend funerals in their village. He has built 
them a log-houfe to meet in for divine worthip, 
and which ferves for a fchool-houfe on week 
days for their children, who are carefully in- 
ftructed by one Paulus Sahonwadi, a Fort- 
Hunter Indian. 
ss As 
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As it has hitherto been the method with 
the Indian {choo!-mafters to teach the alphabet, 
&c. by means only of little manufcript feraps 
of paper, the Colonel has compofed a fhort 
primer for them, by which he hopes they will 
learn with more eafe and expedition ; and he 
has {ent fome of them to the Conajoharee In- 
dians, who live near Niagara. The Colonel 
has alfo revifed, correCted and printed a num- 
ber of copies of the common prayer, which 
was formerly tranflated into the Mohawk, or 
Iroquois language, under the direétion of the 
Miffionaries to the Mohawks from the Society. 


It is with great pleafure that the Society have 


received this information from Mr. Doty him- 
felf, who will by the firft fhips return back 


to Canada, and by whom the Society intend to 


fend a large parcel of religious tracts, which 
they think may be ufefully difperfed in thofe 
parts, withing that the times may be more fa~- 
vorable to greater exertions of zeal, and a more 
extenfive propagation of the faith of the Gofpel 
among the unenlightened Indians, in concur- 
rence with the benevolent aid of Colonel Claus, 
who is fo great an ornament and fupport of re- 
ligion and loyalty. 


New Jerfey and Penfylvania. 


The general ftate of the few remaining Mif- 
fionaries in thefe provinces, ’tis imagined, mutt 


be 
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be much the fame as reprefented in the laft 
Abftraéts. All the particulars which the So- 
ciety have been able to collect are thefe: That, 
Mr. Frazer of Amwell, and Mr. Beach of 
Brunfwick, live. more quietly than formerly, 
and perform all the private duties of their 
function. 


But a more flattering account has been re- 
ceived from Mr. Ogden, Miffionary in Suffex 


County, in his letter of the 24th of October, — 
1780, affuring the Society, that his Miffion is. 


in a florifhing condition; that in eight months 
preceding he had baptifed 69 children, 2 adults, 
and 1 black infant ; had buried only 1; and 
married 6 couple.-—That, within two years he 
had publifhed two fermons for the promoting 


of religion, and had diftributed 1000 copies 


of each gratis.

' The Rev. Mr. Seymour, Miffionary at Au- 
gufta, hath fent an account of his proceedings 
for fome years paft. That, for two years after 
the rebellion broke out, he continued to per- 
form the duties of his parifh without interrup- 
tion, and though often threatenedby the mob;

efcaped all perfonal injury. But in a fhort 
time the liturgy became fo offenfive,. and: the’ 
attendance on public worfhip fubjeéted his peo- 
ple to fo much abufe and infult, that it was 
thought moft advifable to difcontinue it en+ 
tirely, | th 
In the {pring of the year 1779, upon Colo 
nel Campbell’s retreat to Savannah, the Loya- 
lifts at Augufta were expofed to the rage of the 
Rebels, encamped on the oppofite fide of the: 
Tiver, expecting to be plundered, and think- 
ing their lives to be in‘danger. Which had. 
probably been the cafe, but for the humanity, 
of General Williamfon. Nine however of the 
principal parifhioners, with Mr. Seymour, were 
carried prifoners to the Rebel camp, and de- 
tained for feveral days, but well treated.. Upon 
his releafe he went to Savannah, and ftaid there 
nine weeks, but hearing a bad account of his: 
family, he ventured home again, where he 
found one child dead, and all the reft fick. 
Not long after, the fiege of Savannah happened, 
when the Rebels, being defeated, retired to 
Augufta, and an whole regiment of dragoons 
was quartered at his houfe, under whofe pro- 
tection a Rebel affembly fat, turned the church 
into an hofpital, built barracks on part of the 
glebe, and divided the reft into {mall parcels, 
and fold it. On this, he retired to a farm a 
few miles from the town. But on the cap- 
ture of Charles Town, the Loyalifts got the 
direction 
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direction of affairs once more, and a detach- 
ment of Britifh troops was fent up to Augufta, 
and Mr. Seymour regained the poffeffion of his 
parfonage, left in a very ruinous condition. 

In the September following a numerous body 
of Rebels attempted to furprife the garrifon, 
who bravely defended themfeives till they were 
relieved. Mr. Seymour was at his farm, and 
feeing no poffibility of ef{caping to Savannah, 
he hid himfelf five days and nights in a deep 
thick fwamp,. and lay undifcovered by a party 
who were fent out in fearch of him, and threat- 
ened his life if they fhould find him. 

To guard againft fimilar attacks a fortrefs. 
was made at Augufta, where the church and 
burying ground are, being judged the pro- 
pereft {cite for that purpofe. Continual alarms 
rendered his ftay at Augufta very unfafe. About 
two weeks befere he wrote to the Society, a 
numerous Rebel banditticame into the parifh, 
and, befides committing various outrages, mur-~ 
dered thirty-five innocent Loyalifts in their 
houfes ; and he has heard that they have ftrip- 
ped: his family of every thing valuable, even 
to their clothing and provifion. They keep 
poffeffion of the parifh, but the garrifon is 
fufficiently {trong for its own defence. 

_ His parifhioners have unanimoufly requefted 
him to reprefent them in the houfe of Aflembly 
while he remains at Savannah. The Gover- 
nor, and all the officers of diftintion treat him 
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very kindly. His chief means of fabGiftence 
is now his falary from the Society. 


Mr. Browne has not been able to get to his 
Miffion at St. George’s, but having left Sa- 
vannah, he has retired to Charles Town. 


Barbadoes. 


Sir P. Gibbes has acquainted the Society in 
two letters from Barbadoes, and fince his re- 
turn from thence, confirmed this following 
account of the {tate of their Plantations in that 
Ifland: 

That, the deftructive hurricane had reduced 
the laft year’s crop of fugar to 310 pots: and 
though the fugar was fold i in Barbadoes at 405. 
per cwt. yet the crop is infufficient to pay the 
current expences of the Plantation. 

That, as much of the works as were fuffi- 
cient for the fmall crop have been repaired : 
but no attempt has been made to repair the 
works of the Lower. © The mill at the Upper _ 
is fully repaired, and an excellent boiling» 
houfe compleated. The fmall dwelling houfe’ 
is converted into a provifion houfe. Mr. 
Downes, the Manager, now lives‘at one end of > 
the college. Sir Philip confeffes that he is 
totally at a lofs how the bufinefs of the Planta-— 
tion will be carried on with the little fund for 


it, efpecially as the’ debts both here and in Bar-~ 
badoes 
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badoes are fo very confiderable. Sir Philip 
however has drawn up a plan of management 
for the Plantations, which he thinks, if it 
fhould not yield much produce, will require 
little expence. 

The only tolerably favorable eet pe which 
now appears, is the reftoration of the Henley 
Plantation to the Society, as the debt due from 
the late Mr. Gedney Clarke to the Crown is 
fatisied, and tis expected that the Surveyor- 
General in Barbadoes will foon relinguifh the 
pofieffion of it.

And the Society particularly defire their friends 
in America to be fo juft to them, that if any per- 
fon appears there in the character of a Clergy- 
man of the church of England, who by his be- 
havior difgraces that character, they would exa- 
mine, as far as may be, into his Letters of Orders, 
his name and circumftances, and to infpect the 
public lift of the names of the Miffionaries of 
this Society, publifhed annually with the ab- 
ftra& of their proceedings; and the Society are 
fully perfuaded it will appear, that fuch unwor— 
thy perfon came thither without their know- 
lege ; but if it fhould happen that any fuch 
fhould come thither from them, they intreat 
their friends in America, in the facred name of 
Chrift, to inform them, and they will put away 
Srom them that wicked perfon.
